1918-19 report of the. agricultural 
instruction act commissioner re- 
views the work carried on during the 
year by the funds placed at the dis- 
posal of the provinces for agricultu- 
ral instruction by the federal govern- 
ment. This bulletin is/ obtainable 
from the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. The 
report indicates that about one half 
of the total annual grant of $1,100,000 
is applied to the instruction of adoles- 
cents. 

For the advancement in the direc- 
tion of agricultural training~in the 
rural schools, the grant is largely 
accountable. Along with it have been 
developed nature study, school and 
home gardening, boys’ and girls’ clubs 
in poultry, pig and calf rearing, cann- 
ing, bread making and similar activi- 
ties, culminating in the annual school 
fair. Practical projects of this kind 
may casily be. made the medium for 
training the intelligence, because they 
are seized upon with eagerness by 
most boys and girls: 

In certain high schools agricultu- 
ral and household science courses are 
being developed, and in more than 
Special vocational 


one province, 
schools of , agriculture have been 
established .and_ receive, assistance 


from the grant. In developments 
such as these lies the hope for the 
improvement of modern agriculture, 
through the rank and file of the 
rural population, to whom the cen- 
tralized college of agriculture is not 
available. The present day need is 
that is should’ be made easy for 
country boys and girls to secure an 
educatichal training of such a char- 
agter as will fit them for country 
life and rural pursuits. Colleges of 
agriculture and veterinary colleges 
have not, however, been overlooked; 
they also are given liberal assistance. 
Following the close of the war, the 
attendance -at these institutions 
shows a marked and gratifying in- 
crease, and their influence in promot- 
ing the advancement of Canada’s 
leading basic industry, agriculture, 
will continue to make itself felt.

Pasture for Stock 


Varieties of Gtasses That Serve Use 
ful Purposes in the West 


Feeding thistles to horses was One 
of the expedients adopted last wip- 
ter by a number of farmers in the 
vicinity of Moose Jaw, Mr. G. C. 
Stewart, of that place, rather surpris- 
ed the dry farming delegates at the 
Swift Current convention, by stating 
that nét only did the Russian thistfe 
serve in the scarcity of other fodder 
but that it had a real food value.- He 
himself. had a bunch of horses that 
came through the winter in great 
shape fed only on the thistle, and 
he believed it had great possibilities 
as a pasture crop. Cattle, sheep and 
hogs liked the thistle, and it undoubt- 
edly had a nutritive value. 

Mr. Stewart called attention to the 
important part that pasture plays in 
Saskatchewan farming operations and 
expressed the opinion that it would 
be a still greater factor in the future. 
Speaking of.the grasses which could 
be best cultivated in the southwest, 
Mr. Stewart gave it as his opinien 
that the perennial grasses, legumes 
and cereal crops were most suitable, 
He thought that brome grass was 
perhaps the most valuable of the pe- 
rennials, although a danger existed 
in that in time the grass became root/ 
bound. This was not such a danger 
as it appeared at first sight because 
it was necessary in this district to 
have a grass that could be worked in: 
to a rotation to give the fibre to pre- 
vent soil drifting. , 


Among the legumes, alfalfa and 
sweet clover were the most suitable, 
and both could be’ grown to good ad- 
vantage in the southwest. Cattle as 
a rule have to acquire a taste for 
weet clover, hut sqgon get to Jike it, 
Phe chief advantage to be derived 
from growing this class of fodder 
is that it not only provides a feed, 
but also enriches the soil.

Prairie Provinces Lead the World in 
Women’s Legislation 

That a. new day for women is 
dawning in western Canada, and that 
the prairie provinces lead the world 
in legislation for women and child- 
ren, is the opinion expressed by Mrs. 
Herold Bayley, of London, England, 
author of several books on industrial 
and social problems, who was recently 
in Winnipeg on her way to Alberta, 
where she intends to spend the sum- 
mer in studying the work of the 
women’s institutes jn that that prov- 
ince. Mrs. Bayley has for years been 
a close student of women’s work in 
all countries. During the “war, she 
was active in. war work in France, 
and for three years she ran a muni- 
tion factory in England. Her book, 
“The Proyince of Alberta,” wrtitten 
from observations gathered in a visit 
paid to the West. nine years ago, is 
still in uSe in the provincial univers- 
She will return to 
Winnipeg in September, she said, and 
hopes to spend some time in review- 
ing the work of women in the indus- 
trial world here. 

Asked regarding her opinion of the 
advisability of the immigration of 
British -girls into this country, Mrs. 
Bayley stated that she strongly fav- 


ored the mbve. “There is in Eng- 
land,” she said, “a big surplus of 
labor, especially female labor, while 


in Canada there is an urgent need for 
women in industrial and domestic 
work.

France’s Sacrifices 


Frenchmen Who Died in the War 
Numbered Over One Million 
And A Quarter 
Without making useless comparis- 
ons between the sacrifices of the dif- 
ferent allied nations, it is a matter of 


common agreement that France bore 
the main brunt of the war. But few 


of us have the imagination to trans- 


late this general admission into the 
concrete realities of French life. Thus 
when we learn that the Frenchmen - 
who died in the war numbered over 
one million and a quarter, we are 
apt to think that the British casual- 
tfes—some nine hundred thousand — 
represent a commensurate, national 
loss. But, in fact, they do not. The 
French loss fell, to the extent of 75 
percent, on the peasantry, the back- 
bone of the nation, the British loss 
was more evenly distributed. We 
know of one village in Savoy, in the 
recruiting area of the Chasscurs Al- 
pins, where the entire manhood from 
20 years of age to 45 was wiped o\t. 
And, to pursue the contrast a little 
further, the French casualties repre- 
sent practically a net loss, whereas 
in Great Britain a considerable part 
of the loss has been set off by the 
stoppage of emigration, which in 
some years before the war amounted 
to 250,000 per annum. Hence the 
power of economic recovery in 


France has been very seriously im 


paired; while the mere physical task 
of restoration is greater, vastly great 
er, than in any country except Serbia. 
And this factor reacts heavily against 
Fronch finance. 

To a nation so situated reparation 
is, in plain truth a matter of '“ife and 
death. We must remind = certain 
Germano-centric people in this coun 
try that words of Icmiency 
Germany on their lips sound hypo 
ciitically in French ears.—New bin
